Tons, Worth $102,000,000. 
For the first time In the history of 
the subtreasury or the assay office in 
New York city a solid pile of gold bars, 
6 feet high by 0 feet wide by 11 feet 
long, larger in size than three cords of 
wood, 
valued approximately at 
$102,-000.00- 
0, 
is stored away in one of the 
vaults of the former building. 
The bars are British sovereigns melt- 
ed down and are 916.G fine, which Is 
1G.G finer than the gold used in the 
United States mints. 
In the big cube 
of bullion there are 16,345 bars, averag- 
ing about thirty pounds to the bar. 
United States assay office experts say 
gold weighs about two tons to 
$1,000,-00- 0, 
so the hoard 
approximates 
200 
tons in weight 
On each of the bars there is the reg- 
ular stamp of the New York assay of- 
fice, the welting number and the reg- 
ister number in addition to the stencil 
mark 
showing 
just 
how 
pure 
the 
gold is. 
No miser's store of gold grew with 
the rapidity of the accumulation 
now 
sealed up in the subtreasury vault, for 
the first of it was deposited there the 
latter part of October.

the health poster con-

in a novel 
educational 
cam- 
paign against the menace of unguard- 
ed sneezing in the transmission of res- 
piratory diseases. 
Delicate 
pastels, 
strong water 
col- 
ors, charcoal, 
crayon, 
ink and pencil 
suggest the versatility of the youthful 
competitors, while in the drawings sur- 
prising originality 
was shown. 
It is 
in the lettering for the posters that 
the youthful 
ingenuity
